BETWEEN TWO FIRES. 


It has been found by observation that, as we descend in a 
deep mine, the temperature increases. It appears that below 
a certain point the heat of summer and the cold of winter do 
not penetrate, but one temperature prevails from year vo year. 
Below this the temperature constantly rises as we de- 
scend 8 much as one degree of the thermometer in sixty feet ; 
while at a depth of about ten thousand feet, it is calcuiatea 
that the heat would be equal to that of boiling water. Hot 
sp'ings and volcanoes prove in the same way that there is 
great heat in the interior of our globe; but the strongest 
proof arises from the quantity of matter therein. This can be, 
and has been, measured with the greatest accuracy by means 
of the pendalum and other contrivances. It is found that the 
amount of matter 
be in a solid globe of granite of the same size—of granite such 
as we find at the surface of the earth. 

A piece of granite appears at first sight to be amongst the 
hardest substances we meet with. If, however, we take a 
small sphere of granite, and strike it violently against a black- 
eved agvil, we shall find that upon the sphere of granite there 
will not merely be a black dot, marking the point where the 
sphere met the anvil, buta small black circular mark, show- 
ing that the round granite ball had flattened itself against the 
anvil. Thus we see that the force of the blow has compres- 
sed the granite ; aod if that force had been continued, the gra 
nite would have remained in smaller compass. Now, w 
we consider enormous pressure there will be on the inte- 
rior parts of our globe, owing to the weight of the upper parts, 
it is easy to see that, even if of granite (and we have reason 
to believe that granite is the cbief material), they will be pres-

No d housewife will have a 
boiled round of beef for dinner without giving us the following 
day a bow! of pease-soup ; and with good reason, for the latter 
is made with the liquor in which the beef has been boiled, 
and contains no small of its albumen and nitrogen. 
It is found that this extractive process of salting operates 
much more ly upon lean than upon fat meat. Our Eng- 
lish beef, interleaved with layers of fat, is not so much affected 
by curing. Hence salt-pork is more nutritious than salt-beet; 
but the th American peef is all lean; in fact, it bears 
about the same relation to ours, as the flesh of the red-deer 
from a Scotch moor does toa fat haunch from Richmond 
Park; or as the stroke-oar of a University Eight to Daniel 
Lambert. A further disadvantage is, that the animal is killed 
while in a state of high excitement from exercise. Wild herds 
are driven in from pasture at full gallop into a large enclosed 
space, and then goaded out one by one to meet the knife of 
the slaughterer; so that they have been chased for aps 
five or six hours immediately before being killed. Now, we 
know that the result of this active exerci'g is to exhaust the 
nitrogenous constituents of the flesh, and”thus to render it 
even more sensitive \o the subsequent extractive powers of 
the brine in which 1 is to be preserved. These two causes 
make it still a matter of doubt whether we can get as good 
meat from Brazil as we have here; but there is no doubt that 
we can get it sufficiently good; and it any one of the proces- 
ses which we are about to describe wiil bring it to our homes 
at from fourpence to fivepence a pound, we shall have good 
reason to be satisfied. 

The first of these is now pretty well known as Liebig’s Ex- 
tractum Carnis; the second, that of Mr. Morgan, is an im- 
proved process of salting ; the third, of Messra, Paris and 
Sloper, may be called the ey Process. Baron 
Liebig’s plan has one great. merit: it extracts almost all the 
watery constituents from the preserved meat. We know that

In making Liebig’s Extractum, the meat, after hanging to 
covl for twenty-four hours, is put into rapidly revolving cyi- 
inders, armed with sharp teeth inside, and so torn into a 
pulp, much in the same way as paper is made. This pulp is 
passed into a vat with water, and is steamed for an houg; 
after which it flows on to a trough-shaped reservoir or strainer, 
by which the liquor is separated from the in-nutritious fibre ; 
aud the former drips into another vat, where all the fat is 
skimmed off. We have now to get rid of the water, and this 
is done by boiling the liquor in large open vats with jets of 
steam; at the same time, a current of air from bellows is 
passed over the surface, to increase the ion, and to 

rning, , into the vats. 
his process jasts for about eight hours; and the condensed 
liquor is then filtered off, ready for packing in tins or 
jais. One pound of this essence contains the voodness of 
thirty-three pounds of meat, or enough to make soup for ten 
dozen men ; and we can testify to itsexcellence. In London, 
it is at present sold almost entirely by chemists, who must 
make a large profit on it, for they charge from eighteen to 
twenty, shillings a pound, although it is to be imported 
from Antwerp, at present its ovly port of consignment, for 
about twelve shillings and sixpence. We u , how- 
ever, that arrangements are now in progress for establiabin 
a direct agency for its sale in London ; in which case weshall 
be able to get meat in one form at least for a little more than

PANCAKES AND BELLS, 


That mankind are more disposed to mirth than grief, may 
appear from the fact continually recurring that the grave 
passes readily into the burlesque as by a natural law. The 
sacred, the solemn, and the staid, imply strain upon the 
mind to which it uaowillingly submits ; the bow then unbends, 
and the thing gladly relaxes. In an age so devoted to bur- 
lesque as the present, illustrations cannot be wanting of the 
mauner in which the sublime is made to pass into the ridicu- 
lous, and the beautiful to become vulgar and even coarse. 
The finest , the finest music, the most fanciful legends, 
whether of antiquity or the most recent faery lore, are in 
times customarily traduced and linked to the lowest as- 
sociations. The art thus exercised grows, like other arts, out 
of a natural tendency. Even grave customs have a similar 
proclivity to burlesque themselves, The shriving-bell of an 
elder period became after the Reformation the Pancake Bell, 
which is still rung in some parishes on Shrove Tuesday, trom 
half-past twelve until two o’clock in the afternoon.  Origi- 
nally to call people together to shrift or confession, 
as’a preparation for Lent, it was ultimately used as a signal 
to the le to begin frying their pancakes. This fact is no- 
i ‘aylor, the water-poet, in the following facetious 
manner: “ By the time the clock strikes eleven, in Mame 
“ which by the pelp of a knavish sexton is commonly before 
nine, there is a bell rung, called the pancake bell, the sound 
whereof makes thousands of people distracted and forgetful 
either of mannersor humanity. Then there is called wheaten 
flour, which cookes do mingle with water, spice, and other 
and magical inchantments, and then pat it little by 
into a frying-pan of boiling suet, where it makes a con- 
fused dismal hissing, unti! at last, by the skill of the cooke, it 
is transformed intw the form of a flipjack, which ominous 
tneantation ignorant people doe devoure greedily.” . 
Ominous tation! Taylor seems to have thought that 
the frying of these flip-jacks was a custom originall related 
to black magic; by the celebrated Franklin coitomn was 
more favourably est d. He cted y notions 
with it. “Some folks,” he says, “ think it never will be 
good times till houses are tiled with pancakes.” The cake it- 
self probably comes down to us from the pagan times, and 
the prefix is derived rather from the god Pan than the vessel 
in which it is so curiously made. The pancake may be thus 
elevated to the highest antiquity, and, with the bell-ringing in 
addition, might then have formed a part in such an incanta- 
tion, “ominous” or other, as Taylor has intimated. 





To Taylor clearly the ceremony of pancakes was 
significant, or, as he words it, “ ominous,” robably con- 
nécted it with that natural terror which is called panic, to 


which shepherds, dwellers in forests, and some animals, are 
occasionally liable. Military troops are subject, also, to this 
strange kind of sudden fright. great element in this 
species of terror is, indeed, its suddenness. It frequently oc- 
curs without any real cause; or, at least, it is inspired by 
some trivial occasion, or misapprehension of danger. The 
soldier, by the influence of his dreadfol, however needful, 
trade, is reduced, it would thus seem, to a mere animal con- 
dition, and flees from the unknown by the force of instinct 
only, like the herds of the field. 

One might, by virtue of the prefix Pan (which stands for 
the universe of things, personified), include in our considera- 
tion of this subject an infinity of particulars, and affect all 
kinds of knowledge in illustrative details.

After much discussion and further amendments the bill 
was (20 to 22), ten members being absent, or 
not voting. On Wednesday the bill regulating the tenure of 
office came up, the question being on the motion to concur in 
the amendment made in the House to include Cabinet Minis- 
ters among those officers who are not to be removed without 
the. consent of the Senate. The amendment was amply dis- 
cussed, and, finally, on a vote being taken, was lost by 
yeas 17, nays 28, seven members being absent, or not vot- 
ing. The bill nowy goes to a Committee of Conference. On 
Monday Mr. Williams introduced a reconstruction bill consti- 
tuting each State a military district to be occupied by troops 
and commanded by a Brigadier General. The Senate has also 
passed bills and resolutions appropriating $50,000 to pay tem- 
porary clerks in the Treasury department ; authorizing the 
judges of the Territory of Idaho to sppoint the times and 
places of holding court; establishing a tri-monthly mail ser- 
vice between San Francisco and Portland, Oregon ; providing 
that the act of Congress which contemplates the, payment of 
war claims shall not be construed to provide for the pay 
of such claims in the late rebellious States; and directing 
Secretary of the Treasury to report what amount of money 
had been received from sales of cotton or other property, which 
had been turned over to the Treasury Department in pursu- 
ance of the acts of Congress; also, what disposition had been 
made of such money, and whether any portion of it had been 
refunded to claimants. The Senate on Wednesday received 
from the President, and ordered printed, the letter of Geo, W. 
McCraken, of New York, which drew forth the correspond-
